A Russian Peace. 


Mr. Lloyd George paid a flying visit 
yesterday to Boulogne, where he had a 
short conference with M. Millerand. The 
object of the visit was the discussion of 
M. Tchitcherin’s latest Note to the British 
Government in which Soviet Russia signi- 
fies its sincere desire to make immediate 
peace with all tke world. It will be 
remembered that on July 1st Earl Curzon 
sent an invitation to the Bolsheviks from 
Spa for a meeting in London, “under the 
auspices of the Peace Conference.” The 
Bolsheviks declined* that invitation, but 
M. Techitcherin now has “climbed 
down,’ and the next move rests with the 
Allies. On his return from Boulogne yes- 
terday Mr. Lloyd George told Reuter’s 
representative that he and M. Millerand 
had reached “ complete agreement on all 
points.” The Allies will consent to attend 
a general conference, to be held in London, 
subject to certain very important condi- 
tions. Mr. Lloyd George ‘did not make 
their precise nature clear, but declared 
that “ peace must first be established in 
‘Europe.” This raises an issue which is 
outside the competence of the Soviet 
Government. What Mr. Lloyd George 
probably means is that the Bolsheviks 
t | must conclude a reasonable armistice with 
the Poles. Should they insist, he added, 
that they can only make peace with 
Poland separately, the conference will 
fall to the ground; but, should Yhey 
agree to the Allies’ terms, “ there is no 
reason why the conference should not 
meet within a month.” Although the 
Premier's remarks are very vague, his 
tone of optimism seems to indicate that

Turks, Greeks, and 
Bulgars will want to be heard on the 
question of the Straits, and the Arabs, 
as well as the Persians, must be con- 
sulted on anything which bears on the 
Middle East. If one adds to all these 
the cluster of “ Republics-’ in Eastern 
Russia, with China, Japan, and, finally, 
America, one will gain some idea of the 
number of delegates whose presence at 
the proposed conference is a sine qua non 
of success. 

In spite of the Premier's optimism, 
however, there are still many lions in 
the path of peace with Russia. M. 
Millerand has pledged himself to the 
French Chamber to have no truck with 
the ‘ Bolsheviks unless they consent to 
recognise the debts of the Tsarist Govern- 
ment and to give their consent to General 
Wrangel’s presence at the conference as 
a delegate. Then there is Great Britain. 
A primary condition of peace with Bol- 
shevism must be the absolute cessation of 
all ‘propagandist activity in the British 
Empire and the East. Fimally comes 
Poland. An independent Polish State is 
at once a bridge and a bulwark between 
Europe and Asia, and its integrity is the 
keystone of the arch of Allied fereign 
policy. Little more than a touch is needed 
to hurl Poland into Bolshevism, and the 
Russian Soviet will strain every nerve to 
encompass her fall. The Allies should 
be perfectly frank with M. Tchitcherin. 
They should tell him bluntly that 
Poland’s independence is absolutely vital 
to the security of Europe, and that the 
Bolsheviks must abandon all: hope of a 
Soviet in Warsaw if they sincerely desire 
to make permanent peace with the world. 
It has been announced by “ wireless ” 
from Moscow that the armistice negotia- 
tions with the Poles will begin on Friday 
at Baranovitez. The course and result of 
these negotiations will give a general 
indication of the Bolsheviks’ attitude, and 
the Allies should not commit themselves 
to acceptance of M. Tchitcherin’s offer until 
the terms of the armistice are made known. 
The Allied peoples are anxious to resume 
normal relations with the great Russian 
race, in the firm belief that the Russia 
of to-morrow will be the Russia of yes- 
terday, purged of her faults and her 
follies. They will tolerate no dictation 
from the Bolsheviks, however), and; above 
all, will fight to’ the last gasp against a 
fourth partition of Poland. 


The Cost of Clothes. 


A suit of clothes which cost five or six 
guineas before the war costs fourteen or 
fifteen guineas to-day.

His tailor is sympathetic, 
but uncommunicative, and the mysteries 
of cloth-manufacture are a sealed book to 
him. Now, however, a small corner of 
a wide field has been investigated by a 
subcommittee of the Central “ Profiteer- 
ing’ Committee. Its report on the York- 
shire tweed cloth industry, which was pub- 
lished yesterday, is thorough and convinc- 
ing—so far as it goes. The report is based 
on accountants’ surveys into the books of 
eight firms in respect, roughly, of the 
accounting period which ended on June

Spooner will captain the side, and it is 
conceded that no better selection could 
have been made. He is popular with 
the players and ne has great experience. 
He played in first-class cricket when 
“Ranji” and Fry were at the height 
of their fame, and fifteen years have 
elapsed since he was first selected to 
represent England. Owing to wounds re- 
ceived in the war Mr. Spooner has not 
played much this season, but it is believed 
that, with a little practice, he will be 
able to recover that beautiful style of 
batsmanship with which he used to 
terrorise bowlers and delight spectators a 
few years ago. The two other amateurs 
on the team are Colonel J. W. H. T. 
Douglas and Mr. P. G. H. Fender, both 
of whom are good “all-round” men.

Its first conclusion strikes the 
gloomy note—gloomy from the purchaser's | 
point of view—which pervades the whole 
document. “The cost of manufacture of 
Yorkshire tweed cloths of average quality 
was a year ago rather more than three 
times the pre-war cost, and has since ad- 
vanced to over four times, and is continu- 
ing to increase.” We start, indeed, with 
what seems to be, at first sight, a definite 
conviction of “ profiteering.’ The net 
profits before the war were 10.1 per cent. 
on sales, while for the post-war accounting 
period the first profits were 19.7 per cent. 
It appears, however, that after allowances 
which the report accepts as legitimate, the 
latter figure is reduced to 4.5 per cent.— 
less than one-half of the pre-war profits. 
The allowances include increased cost of 
renewals oí plant and machinery, 
abnormal risk on raw material, and special 
taxation. For instance, a carding machine 
which, before the war, cost £450, now 
costs £2,000, and the trade has been hit 
severely by the excess profits duty. Wages 
and general expenses have increased to 
three times the war level, and the prices 
of raw material have been multiplied by 
four. Men's suits manufactured from this 
Yorkshire tweed would be sold ready-made 
or finished to measure at from four guineas 
to six guineas. “The cost of the cloth 
would be 28s., and'- the manufacturer’s 
“retainable profit,” after allowances for 
taxation and additional cost of renewals, 
would amount, approximately, to 1s. per 
suit. Obviously, there is no “ profiteer- 
Ang” here, end this particular trade 
must be acquitted of any responsibility 
for the recent increase in the cost of 
tweed suits. Let us assume charitably 
that similar investigation would show 
similar results in the cases of manufac- 
turers of all the varieties of cloth that are 
used for men’s clothing. Tho cloth- 
makers are cleared, but we are left hunt- 
ing the Snark of high, prices. As this® 
report says, “an im t point to the 
public is the amount which the cost of 
cloth represents in the finished garments.” 
If it is 285. in the case of a six-guinea 
suit, it ought not to be more than 80s, in 
the case of a fifteen-guinea suit.

| A GERMAN HOLIDAY. 


AIRE BATHING IN BERLIN, 


TEUTON TRIPPERS. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
| BERLIN, Jery 18. 

Distracted by the tropical summer heat with 
which the city-dweller in Berlm is now 
afflicted, one gasps for a little relief, One 
longs for Greenland, vor for the oceupation of 
Shackleton, till finaily, in a burst of inspiration, 
one remembers Wahnsee. Only once, in 1913, 
bad I ever been to this resort of the Berliner, 
and ever since I have retained a vivid picture 
of the sight.

Along & cool, shady avenue of 
over-arching limes, one passes with the crowd. 
What a relief from the scorching sun is that 
dense dark-green canopy, so typical of German 
country roads! On either side of the road- 
way one passes the ubiquitous en, but 
the crowd drifts along, paying no attention at 
Re Soon the road branches. To the 
eft is & path beering the sign-post, ' Zum 
Familicnbad.”” This is the select bathing-place, 
where the sexes bathe in separate enclosures.

THE BRITISH PRISONERS AT

A telegram from Constantinople on July 25 
says:—It is believed in well-informed circles 
that when the question of the British prisoners 
at u is next raised between the Foreign 
Office and M. Krassin, or whcever may then 
represent the Soviet Government, the Bol- 
shevists will contend that Azerbaijan, being an 
independent proletarian State, the Russian 
Soviet Republic is unable to contro! its foreign 
relations. st this explanation. should com- 
mand belief in Socialist circles in England, it is 
desirable io make known the following facts 
conesrning the Communists of Azerbaijan. In 
the firet place, since the Turks and some local 
Pan-Islamists sold Azerbaijan to the Soviet Go- 
vernment, the country from being Tartar and 

oslem has become mainly Russian and Bol- 
shevist, Of the six principal Commissaries 
who now govern the country_ the two least in- 
fluential are the Tartars, Narimanoff ‘and 
Husseinoff. Tankratoff, a former Russian 
sailor of the Caspian flotilla, aud a murderous 
rofian, is the most powerful, and after hin 
ranks Mme. Raskolnokova, a Jewess of 20, wife 
of the Russian who commanded the expedition 
to Enzeli, a clever and bitter woman. The 
army is almost entirely Russian, the majority 
of the Tartars having been disbanded. The 
Tartars, whose sole crime is that they be- 
longed to the Musavat Party, or possess pro- 
perty, are now being imprisoned, and often 
executed, as if they belonged to the Russian 
bourgeoisie. Another Bolshevist raid across 
the Armenian border was defeated this time by 
General Dro, a well-known Dashnakist leader, 
1 who hanged the three senior Russian Bo'shevisi 
officers captured for attacking a neutral State 
during negotiations, and permitting outrages 
on the civii population on the part of their 
troops in Georgia. The Bolshevist representa- 
tive at Tiflis, Commissioner Kyroff, arrived with 
a huge Staff, ineltding M. Benckendorff. the 
son of a late Rursian Ambassador. Once settled 
down Kyroff hastened to annoy the Georgians. 
indulging in propaganda, and openly saying 
that he regarded the neace with Georgia as an 
armistice soon to expire. The. Kyroff Mission 
owns 81 automobiles, and includes a large num- 
ber of expensive courtesans. whose jewellery 
and toilettes ave the talk of Tiflis.

TRIBUTE TO THE LATE COLONEL SMYTH. 


In a letter-in the Glasgow Herald, Mr. J. 
Ewing, who writes from Edinburgh, describes 
the late Colonel Smyth, who was murdered at 
Cork,. as one of the most famous personalities 
in the Ninth (Scottish) Division. He went to 
France with the original Expeditionary Ferce, 
took part in the retréat from Mons, and lost 
his left arm by a shell wound in the first battle 
of Ypres. For a singularly daring piece of 
patrol work in the advance after the Marne he 
was awarded the D.S.O. while still a licuten- 
ant. He afterwards returned to France with 
the Ninth Division. The writer adds :—‘* Though 
tive times seriously wounded his nerve remained 
unshaken, and his unflinching courage was 
both an example and a rebuke to weaker men. 
He was loved by his men, and there can have 
been no more popular commander in France 
than Colonel Smyth. But he had greater quali- 
ties than those of mere courage, and his 


talents were such that he seemed likely to 
“have a remarkable career, now so cruelly cut 
short. A fellow-commander who was killed at 
Arras on the Sth April, 1917, once said thaí if 
all battahon C.O.’s were like Colonel Smyth 
the war would be over in a month. This, at 
least, was the feeling of all K.O.8.B.’s. All 
who knew him were aware that no terrors, no 
threats, would deter him from carrying ont 
his duty. He was a type of man whom the 
nation can ill afford to lose. His courage, his 
ability, and his character were much above. the 
average, and it was one of the mysteries of the 
war that he never received a V.C. His cowardiy 
murder will give to many a Scotsman a per- 
sonal interest in brimging pressure to bear on 
the Government to put an end to the orgy of 
erime and blood im Ireland, and bring the 
assassins to justice.”

COUNTY COURT JUDGE JOHNSTON’S 
TRIBUTE. 


His Honour Couniy Court Judge W. J. Jobne- 
ton, K.C., hekd a special Court of Quarter §r«- 
sions yesterday in Monaghan Courthouse for the 
purpose of deciiing a big list of malicious 
injury claims. The principal cases dealt with 
were those arising out of the attack on ihe 
Ballytrain Police Barrack. There were six 
claims by policemen— viz., Sergeant ' George 
Graham, Sergeant TT. Lawson, and Constables 
Gallagher, Nelson, Roddy, and Murtagh, all 
from Inniskeen. They claimed £1,000 each for 
injuries received. 

Each of them gave evidence as to the nature 
of the injuries they received. They al! had 
been cight weeks in hospital, with the exception 
of Constable Roddy. who was four and a half 
mnths under medical] attention. He had gua- 
tained a fracture of the bone in one of the feet, 
and the medical evidence went to show that 
these men would hardly ever be able to resume 
their police duties. The medical testimony also 
showed that Sergeant Lawson’s mental condi- 
tion had also been affected. 

His Honour said that these men had 
through a most ewful expenence—woreec 
the soldiers had passed through at 
Belgium. He had the greatest sympathy for 
them, and he felt that no compensation that 
could be awarded them would compensate them 
for what they had passed through: but he could 
not allow his sympathies for them to interfere 
with his duty to the ratepayers in the acm inis- 
tration of this code. He must remember that 
the people who would have to pay these awards 
were not the people who caused the injuries. 
He awarded Sergeant Greham £175 - Constable 
Gallagher, £175; Sergeant Lawson. whose case 
he believed to be the worst, £500 - Constable 
Murtagh. £225: Conatable Nelson, £80: and 
Cons e Roddy, £350. His Honour allowed six 
guineas witnesses’ expenses in each case.

THE IRISH GUARDS. 


Major Glyn asked the Secretary for War what 
steps are being taken to obtain recruits in 
ireland for the Irish Guards, in Wales for the 
Welsh Guards, and in Scotland for the Scots 
Guards.

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THE PAY OF RESIDENT MAGISTRATES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirx,—In view of the present state of affairs 
in Ireland, | think it would be well if the 
general public in England was allowed to know 
something of the outrageous way in whicn 
loyal servants of the Govermment are treated in 
Ireland. The pay of a Resident Magistrate in 
Ireland half a century ago (or, to be absolutely 
accurate, in 1874) was £425 a year, reaching a 
maxim after thirty years’ service of £675 as 
first-cl Resident Magistrate. These men, 
selected from the Bar and from those of public 
school and University education, retired after 
thirty years’ service on two-thirds of the above- 
named salary--or, roughly, about £440 a year 
gross. From 1874 to 1914, despite the enormous 
rise in income tax, general taxes, and the all- 
round cost of living, the pay of these servants 
remained unchanged. 

Shortly before the war they. were promicea | 

“ substantial permanent and pensionable 
rise ” to make good .all the above-mentioned 
financial changes, and in view of many extra 
duties that had devolved upon them during the 
past years of strife and turmoil, and/also in 
view of the fact that, despite the increased cost 
of every mode of conveyance, their travelling 
allowance remained the same. The war broke 
out, and nothing wag done. In 1919-20, after 
the war was over, Resident Magistrates in some 
cases found themselves on the verge ef bank- 
ruptcy, and were faced with the possibility ot 
the Home Rule Bills becoming law, and their 
being foreed to retire on a sum which se 
sented to those with long service about a 
year, and to others less. Government, too, 
were aware that these men, living in lonely 
spots all over Ireland, never knew what it was 
to leave their houses.in the morning with a 
certainty of returning alive. 

At last, about two months 
terrible struggle, the “substantial permanent 
pensionable rise,” which was to enable these 
men to retire on a living wage pension, was to 
materialise, and a bill to effect that was to be 
brought into Parliament without delay. The
